WILMINGTON - At its January 8 
meeting, the Board of Selectmen 
approved three new projects that 
will help improve the environment 
in Wilmington. 

The projects, which were present- 
ed to the board by Public Health 
Director Gregory Erickson, are as 
follows: 

¢ As identified in a 1998 study, 
Silver Lake needs a drainage infil- 
tration system that will remove sed- 
iment from waters that enter the 
lake through several inlets. The 
installation of such a system would 
gost approximately $100,000. The 
town is eligible for a grant from the 
Department of Environmental 
Protection (DEP) that will cover 
60% of the bill. The town intends to 
match 40% of that grant with 
money to be used from funds to be 
mentioned below. 

© At Rotary Park Pond, there is a 
project to mitigate storm water 
runoff that will cost approximately 
$35,000. 

¢ The third project calls for the 
purchasing and developing of a 
Hazardous Materials Response 
Trailer for the Wilmington Fire 
Department. The cost on this proj- 
ect comes in at approximately 


$25,000. 

It all adds up to the tune of 
$100,000, a sum that the Town of 
Wilmington will receive in the form 
of Supplemental Environmental 
Project (SEP) funds from the DEP. 
The money spawns from an agree- 
ment made between the DEP and 
the Maple Meadow Landfill Project 
here in Wilmington. It is intended 
for such money to be used to 
improve Wilmington’s environ- 
ment. 

At the request of Town Manager 
Michael Caira, Erickson met and 
discussed possible ways in which to 
make use of the funds with Lynn 
Duncan, the Director of Planning 
and Conservation; John Keeley, the 
Assistant Director of Planning and 
Conservation; Donald Onusseit, the 
Superintendent of Public Works; 
Assistant Town Manager Jeffrey 
Hull; Michael Woods, _ the 
Superintendent of the Water 
Department; and Fire Chief Daniel 
Stewart. 

Erickson said that the first proj- 
ect that he and the department 
heads considered was the one 
regarding Silver Lake. 

“We made it our top priority,” says

TEWKSBURY -The annual town 
census has been mailed to every 
. residence. Town Clerk Elizabeth 
Carey recommends that the town 
census form be completed and re- 
turned to the Town Clerk’s Office 
as soon as possible. Carey explains 
that a prompt and accurate census 
is very important. The Census pro- 
vides information needed to assure 
that the Townreceives its’ fairshare 
of state and federal funds and 
grants. 

‘The census information serves 
to provide proof of residency to 
protect voting rights and to main- 
tain the voting list; allows college 
students to apply for lower tuition 
at all Massachusetts State Colleges. 
By law we eanonly certify that you 
live in Tewksbury if you are listed 
inthe census records. Owning prop- 
erty is not used for proof of resi- 
dency. 


The school census provides pro- 
jection for future enrollments and 
related benefits which allow the 
school administrators to apply for 
additional state and federal funds 
and grants.

WILMINGTON - At its January 8 
meeting, the Board of Selectmen 
approved three new projects that 
will help improve the environment 
in Wilmington. 

The projects, which were present- 
ed to the board by Public Health 
Director Gregory Erickson, are as 
follows: 

¢ As identified in a 1998 study, 
Silver Lake needs a drainage infil- 
tration system that will remove sed- 
iment from waters that enter the 
lake through several inlets. The 
installation of such a system would 
cost approximately $100,000. The 
town is eligible for a grant from the 
Department of Environmental 
Protection (DEP) that will cover 
60% of the bill. The town intends to 
match 40% of that grant with 
money to be used from funds to be 
mentioned below. 

¢ At Rotary Park Pond, there is a 
project to mitigate storm water 
runoff that will cost approximately 
$35,000. 

¢ The third project calls for the 
purchasing and developing of a 
Hazardous Materials Response

| Fo graduate high school, though, you have to demonstrate average- 
to-outtstanding knowledge in a wide variety of areas. Such a demonstra- 
‘tion should be the culmination of many things: twelve years of quizzes 
* (and tests and essays and after-school projects and extra-curricular 
‘activities. Inthe end, in order for youto graduate high school, all of those 
things need to add up. Why should the MCAS exam come along and, in 
‘one fell swoop, risk making all of that academic effort moot if a tenth 
@rader performs less-than-average? 

Such a question, of course, begs a logical, follow-up one: If a student 
does well in school all along, then why wouldn't he or she do well on the

hen the respected Wirthlin 

polling organization conducted 
a national survey in 1990, it found out 
that fully 65% of consumers polled had 
positive remarks to make about funeral 
homes and cemeteries. Moreover, 
three out of five of those polled indicat- 
ed they believed that prearranging their 
own funerals or burials made good 
sense.

The revitalization of the 
Stone Zoo was an ongoing pro- 
cess from the time the 25 acre 
facility was all but closed in the 
early 1990s due to a lack of 
money when the State 
Legislature was forced to cut 
funding to the Metropolitan 
District Commission. At that 
time many citizens formed a 
group called the Friends of the 
Stone Zoo and solicited support 
from local legislators such as 
State Senator Richard Tisei (R- 
Third Middlesex), and state rep- 
resentatives such as Brian 
Cresta (R-22nd Middlesex), Paul 
Casey (D-34th Middlesex) 
Michael Festa (D-35th Middle- 
ae and Carol Donovan (D- 

rd Middlesex) and others.

However, the real catalyst for 
the rebuilding of the Stone Zoo 
facility was when Zoo New 
England brought in its presi- 
dent, Brian Rutledge, to really 
shake things up. 

Rutledge saw the importance 
of the Storieham facility and 
started to go forward with a 
plan to form an Earth Park 
theme for the exhibits at the 
Zoo. The first of these was the 
Mexican grey wolves exhibit, 
which was opened just about 
two years ago. 

Phase One of the Snowy Owl 
Creek exhibit was opened last 
summer, and, according to 
Meade, “heralded a real hope” 
for the Zoo's revitalization. 

“People were excited about 
the wolves and excited about the 
snow leopards,” Meade said, 
“but with Snowy Owl Creek peo- 
ple were real excited.” 

In fact Phase One of the 
exhibit created such excitement 
that many people, including 
employees of StonehamBank, 
volunteered to help construct 
the exhibit and do such things 
as the plantings and landscap- 
ing. This interest from their 
employees has led to the Bank 
pledging, as of Tuesday, a 
$100,000 donation, spread out 
over four years, for the con- 
struction of Phase II of the 
exhibit.
